erous as Was 


Expected. 


IT WAS PRESIDENT'S DAY 


Some Misunderstanding Caused a Little 


Falling Off.

The annual fair of the Hoosac Valley 


Agricultural society opened today with 
good weather and with no special features 
to mark the event except the decorations 
of the city and a general air of prepara" 
tion for the President's visit. Many of 
the firemen were sworn in as special po~ 
lice and in their natty new uniforms were 
much in evidence on the streets and fair 
grounds. 
At the fair grounds there was the scene 


which has become familiar to all who 
have In years past attended the fair on 
the opening day. The farmers came in 
with herds of cattle and wagon loads of 
sheep, swine^and poultry; also fruits and 
vegetables and the various other products 
of the farro, garden and household. 


The various committees were flying 


around like busy bees receiving and ar- 
ranging the exhibits and all was activity 
in the hall and at the stock pens. In the 
Uxll the soaces occupied by the merchants 
of the city and the ladies from alt parts of 
the district were rapidly taken and in a 
few hours the barnlike structure was 
transformed into a bower of beauty. The 
fruit and vegetable departments were 
also rapidly occupied, the farmers and 
gardeners making good use of the shelves 
reserved for them, and big cabbages, 
turnips, beets, great ears of sweet corn 
and field corn and all other kinds of vege- 
tables and grains, fruits and everything 
which goes to fill up this department 
was to be seen in all the perfection 
which invariably marks articles placed en 
public exhibition. 


The hall is decorated tastefully with 


the national colors, as are also the judges' 
stand, grand stand and other outside 
buildings. It was plain to be seen by the 
early visitor to the grounds ttrat this was 
to be the "president's day" above all 
things else. 
The floral and art departments in the 


hall presented their usual attractions and 
showed that lovers of the beautiful and 
producers of those things which appeal to 
the higher senses are not yet wanting. 


At the stock pens the exhibits were not 


as full as they should have been, although 
there were meritorious displays ot cattle, 
sheep, swine and poultry. It was too 
early in the day when THE TRANSCRIPT 
representative was there to gather de- 
tails. The cards bad not as yet been put 
up and except when the 
exhibitors 


stepped up and laid their cars before him 
he was unable to obtain the names of 
owners and the technical terms of their 
exhibits. 
The exhibits in the live atock depart- 


ment were not as full as usual, but were 
fully up to the standard of excellence. It 
was freely stated on the grounds by far- 
mers that many of their number were 
much "put out" by the vote of the society 
to make Thursday a benefit day, when life 
and annual members are requested to pay 
the regular admission to the grounds,and it 
was thought by some that this accounted 
for the meagreness of the exhibit. There 
was, perhaps, some truth in this, but 
nevertheless there were exhibits well 
worthy of the attention of those inter, 
ested in this department of the fair. 


In the pens were to be seeu fine speci- 


mens of Durhams, Jerseys, Holsteins and 
native stock. George Dole of Shelburne 
exhibited a herd of thoroughberd Dur- 
hams of very fine quality. The herd was 
descended from stock kept by George P. 
Carpenter of Blackinton when he lived in 
Shelburne, and which was sold by him 
when he moved here 10 years ago. S. A.

to all who have attended the fair o{ late 
years, and F, J. Haskins exhibited eight 
head of Jerseys among which was

were among the exhibits. Dehorning— 
removing horns from eattle—which bos 
been very popular in the west for several 
years, is gradually working its way east 
and is now quite common in this section. 
There was consequently considerable 
interest in those exhibits whioh had been 
subjected to the process of "dehorning." 


There were creditable exhibits of swine 


and sheep. 
Chester White is the leading 


bracd of the former, and in the latter 
southdowns, merinos and grade woolg 
predominate. Some very fine specimens 
in all the varieties were shown. 


In the poultry department the exhibits 


were not as full as they have sometimes 
been, but the specimens shown were of 
good quality. Among them were Ply- 
mouth 
Rocks, Cochins, Bantams and 


Games, geese, turkeys, ducks and pigeon?. 
G. W. Kirabell of this city made a good 
exhibit of pigeons, the varieties being 
homing pigeons, jacks, fans and sunny 
lofts. W. H. Thatcher of this city showed 
good speclmena of barred Plymouth 
Rocks and Cornish Indian game fowls. 


Very few oxen were on exhibition. D.
